Cc. L. Berry of Pawvee, Ok., Said to Be in : 


Danger of Lynching. 

Pawnee, Ok,, Sept. 28.—| Special. }~ C. L. 
Berry, President and cashier of the Farmers’ 
and Citizens’ Bank of Pawnee, is fleeing for 
his life from a mob of angry depositors. 

Just before daybreak this morning attach- 
ments amousting to $30,000 were levied on 
Berry’s bank, and at 9 o’clock, when the 
Sheriff opened the vaults, only $25 could be 
found, When this was made known the de- 
positors were furious and went to look for 
Berry, but he had mounted a fleet horse and 
left town. He was followed by several men, 

The Farmers’ and Citizens’ Bank was or- 
ganized soon after the opening of the Chero- 
kee Strip, and has done a flourishing business. 
Many of the business-men of Pawnee, farm- 
ers of Pawnee County, and leading Indians of 
the Pawnee, Otee and Osage tribes were cus- 
tomers of the bank, and all have lost money. 

The news that the bank was shaky got out 
in the town late last night and in two hours 
time the bank building was covered by at- 
tachments. Excitement -was terrible, and 
but for the cooler heads Berry would have 
been lynched on tha spot. 

When the amount of cash on hand was 
made known the people could not longer be 
held in check. Citizens say Berry will be 
caught and will certainly be lynched, 


ELECTRICITY IN LIEU OF CANAL MULES. 


Ground Is Broken fora Trolley Line Along 
the Great Erie Waterway, —

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| SCHOOLS ARE A PRIDE |: 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 
EDUCATION ISSUED. 


Best Showing of the Educational Interests | 
of the City Ever Made=201,380 Chil- 


dren Were Enrolled with an .Average 
Daily Aitendance of 154,216—Twenty- 
Nine New Buildings Needed to Accom- 
modute Pupils=Finance Committee's 
Statement of Expenses the Last Year. 


The last report of the Board of Education, 
covering the school year from June 29, 1894, 
to June 28, 1895, is just out and contains 
muchiinteresting reading. It consists of the 
usual reports, but they are unusually clear 
and satisfactory and their high and earnest 
tone speaks well for the character of the 
contributors. It is the best report of Chi- 
cago schools ever published, and its prompt 
appearance, only three months after the 
close of the school year, is a feat never be- 
fore accomplished. } 

D. R. Cameron, President of the board, 
says the school census of 1894 indicates a 
city population of 1,568,727, an increase of 


180,717 over that of 1892 and an average in- 


crease of 65,359. This increase holds good 
for 1895, so the question for school accommo- 
dations is an important one. Sixteen new 
schools have been opened during the year 
and the erection of twenty-one begun, yet it 
seems there is an imperative demand for at 
least fifteen more new buildings. In addi- 
tion to this there has been for a long time an 
urgent necessity for the accommodation of 
the 12,600 pupils now ‘occupying rented 
quarters for whom fourteen schools will be 
necessary, making twenty-nine buildings of 
900 scholars each which ought to be erected 
The School Board has never reached the 
legal limit of taxation for the appropriations, 
but it seems higher school levies will be nec- 
essary to provide the children with the 
school facilities to which they are entitled 
under the law, and which they ought to have 
in the interests of good citizenship.

‘ Supt. Lane’s Report. 

Superintendent Lane’s report is naturally 
the’ lengthiest, covering, as it does, prac- 
tically the whole school system. e reports 
that 201,380 children or 12 per cént of the 
population have been enrolled during the 
year, an increase of 16,022 over the year be- 
fore, the increase being greatest in the first 
grade, though the proportionate or percent- 
age increase is greatest in the fifth grade. 
The average number of pupils per teacher in 
the prifmary and grammar school grades 
was 44 and in the high schools 40. The 
average daily atendance was 154,216 out of 
an average daily membership of 165,216. 
The cost for tuition alone per pupil was 
$5.66, against $7.53 in 1805-94 and $8.47 in 
1892-'93, and for all current expenses $10.10, 
against $8.86 in 1893-'94 and $9.7 in 1892-’938.

During the year repeated endeavors have 
been made to lessen the number of pupils 
to each teacher, thus necessitating many 
new, buildings, but owing to the increase in 
pupils the number of pupils who are obliged 
to occupy rented rooms and go to school 
only half a day has not been largely reduced. 

In addition to the regular schools the boys 
at the bridewell have received instruction: 
The: Common Council made an appropria- 
tion of $80,000 for a building, which is near- 
ly ready for occupation, and here manual 
training will be taught in addition to the reg- 
ular work. It is suggested that in the fut- 
ure much good may be accomplished by 
extefiting the time of commitment from days 
to months, or until some other reformatory 
agencies can take the boys and help them 
to a living. Four deaf mute schools have 
@iso been maintained, with eight teachers 
and eighty-one pupils. 

Teachers’ Pension Law. 

The subject of the teachers’ pension law 
seems to be treated rather gingerly, the Su- 
perintendent giving the text of the law and 
a few remarks, but without any leaning 
toward or against the scheme, In this con- 
nection, however, a table is given showing 
there are 359 teachers who have taugnt 
twenty years or more, and fifty-four of 
them have taught thirty years or upwards. 

On the subject of teachers’ examinations 
the Superintendent shows there is a delib- 
erate intention to have more competent 
teachers. To this end both oral and written 
questions ‘are requiréd, different kinds of 
examinations are demanded for high school 
graduates and experienced teachers, and 
even after a successful examination the 
teachers are required to act as substitutes 
long enough to show their ability béfore 
they are permanently assigned.

This is a con- 
siderably Bmaller percentage than in Minne- 
apolis, Cleveland, or Boston, but larger than 
Philadelphia or St. Louis, and it is expected 
by the improvement in the scheme of stud- 
ies the average will be raised. 

From Mr. Lane’s report it ‘seems all the 
high schools except Lake are much over- 
crowded, that the West Side has two over- 
flows, one at the Marshall School, the other 
at the Grant. A new West Side high school 
will soon be imperatively necessary, also an 
additional one in Hyde Park and another 
in Lake View, for which plans have al- 
ready been prepared, and others in Engle- 
wood and Auburn Park. Of the 725 high 
school graduates last year 51 per cent con- 
templated preparing themselves for teach- 
ers, 26 per cent intended to go through col- 
lege, and 23 per cent were undecided. There 
is a growing tendency of pupils to get into 
high school earlier and to stay longer, and 
if the past average is kept up there will be 
a graduating class in June, 1898, of at least

The total amount of city taxes collected 
for school purposes has tncreased from $1,- 
572,873 in 1885 to $7,500,000 in 1896 and teach- 
ers’ salaries from $917,182 to $8,492,122. The 
increase in salaries in 1895 was more than 
16 per cent over that of the year before. 

In conclusion the Finance committee 
charges the City Treasurer is the only officer 
empowered to receive school taxes, and he 
must hold them “as a special fund’ for 
s¢lool purposes, and the City Controller has 
no right whatever to their custody. For 
this reason the resolution of the Board of 
Eiducation ordering its attorney to begin 
mandamus proceedings to compel the proper 
authorities to comply with the law should 
be vigorously pushed.

Eight hundred members of the First Regi- 
ment will go to Atlanta. They are to have 
special trains for the ten days’. journey. 
Besides seeing the Cotton States Exposition 
the boys will enjoy the full hospitality of 
Dixie land. They will visit a half dozen 
cities of the South. 

That was decided upon finally yesterday 
at the Union League club. There was a full 
attendance and much enthusiasm in the 
meeting of the Executive committee of the 
Chicago and Southern States Association 
and plans were settled for making the march 
upon Atlanta memorable. Arrangements 
were reported for having a full delegation 
of Chicago’s interests go on the excursion 
and in the first cars it was planned should 
ride the militia boys who fired the salute to 
Southern bravery at the dedication of the 
Oakwoods Confederate monument. 

it is now thought the trip will be made 
Oct. 8 “Chicago day” is Oct. 12and with the 
exception of “Atlanta day’’ the co ttee 
is hopeful of making it thu best and biggest 
time of the season. More than 1,000 persons 
will make up Chicago’s delegation and plans 
are made té double that force if volunteers 
announce their intention in time to affiliate.

the pébrine discase was distinctly manifest 
in the adults, though hidden in the young, the 
practica] conclusion was plain that unhealthy 
moths should be rejected and preca \ 
taken to prevent infection. It was his work 
in this direction that brought on paralysis in 
1868 and laid him aside temporarily from 
‘his labora, 

Studies Human Diseases. 


Scen afterward, however. he was at work 
again investigating beer, as he had wine, arid 
detecting the intruders which interfered with 
the life of the yeast plant spoiled the 
brew. Then his researches came closer to 
human life, and he attacked 7 problem of 
splenic fever, the bacilus of which had 
been discovered by Dayaune in 1863 
and skilliuily traced by Koch in 1876. From 
spienic fever he passed to fowl cholera, 
showed that it was possib.e to attenuate the 
viruience of injurious micro-organisms by ex- 
posure to ar, by variety of culture, and by 
transmission through various animals. He 
demonstrated by a remarkable experiment 
that sheep and cows vaccinated with the at- 
tenuated bacilli were protected from the 
evii results of a subsequent inoculation with 
the virulent virus, Bite 

But Pasteur’s greatest claim to the grati- 
tude of humanity arises from the application 
of these principles to hydrophobia. He dis- 
covered that the virus of this dreadiul walady 
was found in the nervous system and in the 
saiiva, but not in the biood, lymph, and other 
narts of the bedy. Hence it foi.owed that 
only with the diseased nerves or saliva could 
inoculation be effected, afd even then only 
by injection. into the nervous syetem. He 
found that the virus by passing through a 
number of rabbits, one bemg inecuiated 
from the other, ci¢é strength of the virus was 
incr He dried. the spinal end 
of diseased ratbits by exposure to caustic 
potash, and proved that 1t was weakened as 
moisture was extracted from jt, He next 
tried the effect of inocuiation with spinal 
cords of increasing strength, and di«covere4 
that ravies was not produced, but thaé im- 
munity resu:ted, Finaily July 7, 1885, he 


ventured to inoculate a bitten boy named 


Joseph Meister. Twelve invcuiations were 
made and the boy was never attacked by the 
disease. From this time Pasteur’s theories 
have steadily grown in favor with scientific 
men, and today inoculation for hydrophobia 
is practiced throughout the civi:ized world. 
Personally Attends to Treatments, 

: The Institut Pasteur was built by public 
subscription eight years ago, and here for 
years Pasteur personaily supervised the in- 


y oculation of from 80 to 100 patients daily. 


A curious sight the buiiding _ presented peasy 
morning for those who were not familiar wit 
this corner of Paris. The institute, a large 

‘building divided inte two sections, Juined by 
a covered gallery, is situated in the Rue 
Dutot, beyond the Avenue de Preteuil, some 
distance behind the Invaiides. 

Pasteur and his fam.ly occupied tne front 
section ef the house or palace, the other was 
given up to the laboratories where chosen 
pupiis, native and foreign, had every oppor- 
tunity given them for perfect tneir Dac- 
teriological studies, Every day from 10 to 
12 the great square low ceilinged room on 
tne ground floor was crowded with as motley 
au assembiage as the imagination of man 
could wel, picture to itself. Bedouias draped 
in their burnous, 6 Egyptians, grace- 
fuliy clad Portuguese, peasants from every 
corner of Europe grouped together in ani- 
mated knots, waiting their turnin the series 
of thirty inoculations comprising the treat- 


ment.

Denies the Motion to Dissolve Gov. Mat- 
thews’ Injunction Against the Lakeside 
Jockey Club and Declares There Is 
Collusion Shown to Evade the. Pro- 
ewisions of the Indiana Law-—Restrain- 
ing Order Continues in ‘Force=Bacing 
Begins at the Sheffield Track. 


Kokomo, Ind., Sept. 28.—[ Special, }—Special 
Judge Shirley of this city, ruled on the Roby 
injunction casé this afternoon, the point at 
issue being a motion to dissolve the injunc- 
tion brought by Gov. Matthews to restrain 
further racing on the Roby track, the Gov- . 
ernor taking the position the association had | 
exhausted’ the forty-five days the law per- 
mits racing in a single year. Judge Shirley 
denied the motion to dissolve the injunction, 
and the restraining order stands. ‘The court 
in ruling said: 

It may be that upon the final heariagiat this case 
the defendants, Roby and Shedd, will be able to 
establish their claim that neither of them par- 
ticipated either actively or passively in O’ Leary’s 
misconduct. It seems to me that upon the facts 
now before the court it sufficiently appears that 
there was such complicity as places them equally 
with him under the inhibitiomof the statute. Ido 
not mean to hold that, even if the affidavits of 
Roby and Patterson were sufficient to entirely 
overcome the averments of the complaint as to 
their collusion with O'Leary, the race meeting 
proposed for the 17th of September would have 
been lawful. The doctrine established in the 
State ex rel. Duensing vs. Roby wotld seem to ex- 
clude tHe possibility of a lawful race meeting 
after forty-five days of racing om the same track 
the same year, without reference to the question 
as to whether such previous race meeting had been 
in whole or in part unlawful. However, what is 
decided here, and all that it is necessary to de- 
cide, is that if Roby and Shedd, by collusion with 
O’Leary, participated in the unlawful use to 
which the track was put between the 2d day of 
May and the 24th day of June they are not now in 
a@ position, nor is their lessee, to say the racing 
possibilities of the track for the preseat year have 
not been exhausted.

WEEK OF EXCESSIVE HEAT IN LONDON 


Record Twenty Degrees Above the Usual 
. September Average. 

ondon, Sept. 28.—The ettrecrdlsartiy hot 
weather has eclipsed all other topics in En- 
gland this week. Tuesday the thermometer 
indicated 86° in the shade in London and 
135° in the sun. The record is 20° 
above ‘the September average and 4° 
higher than on any previous day of this sum- 
mer. The weather since Tuesday has shown 
little improvement, the mercury each day 
rising to 84 degree@ or. higher. There have 
been numerous cases of sunstroke during 
the week, and several fatalities have resulted 
in various parts of the country. 

At Newmarket, where the first ‘October 
race meeting opened Tuesday, the heat has 
been terrible, 90 degrees’ in the shade having 
been recorded. 

Disastrous to the Horses. 

This has had a disastrous effect upon the 
horses and has greatly affected the attendance 
atthe races. Only a handful of people wit- 
nessed the big race of the meeting Thursday, 
the Jockey Ciub Stakes, in which last year’s 
and this year’s Derby winners ran.

Union Will Enable It to Neésist Attacks 
from Within and Without. 

Washington, Sept. 28:—Late advices from 
Central America denote a growing sentiment 
there favorable to a federal union of the five 
republics. The agreement reported at Ama- 
pala last spring between the Presidénts of 
Nicaragua, Honduras, and Salvador, to form 
an offensive and defensive alliance in all 
matters concerning the outside world, will 
be réferred to the Congreses of each when 
their respective sessions begin next winter. 
It is not doubted that each Congress will 
promptly ratify the agreement, which will 
not affect their separate autonomy, 
which will result in bringing the three into 
closer commercial and domestic relations, 
and provide at the same time far a united 
front against foreign aggressions. 

It is explained today that the absence 
from the conference of the Presidents of 
Guatemala and Costa Rica should, not be 
taken as an indication of their indifference 
to the proposed conference, The date set 
for the Amapala meeting, together with the 
difficulties of travel between the several 
republics, made it impossible for these ex- 
ecutives to be present. If Nicaragua, Hon- 
duras, and Salvador’ all agree to the pro- 
posed confederation it will be regarded as 
the initial step looking to a federal union of 
the quintet of republics, a union to which 
all classes of Central Americans, particular - 
ly the wealthy and educated elements are 
favorable. The representation in the na- 
tional Congress will be similar to that in 
the United States, that is to say, each of the 
republics will have two Senators in the Up- 
per House of Congress, while the Lower 
| House will be composed of Representatives 
chosen according to the population. 

The sentiment of a federal union has 
grown rapidly sirice the recent threat of 
Mexico to make war on Gautemala, and 
the still more recent occupation of Corinto 
by British forces. Central American states- 
men of all degrees now feel that their only 
safety lies in concerted action against all 
agzgressions, foreign and domestic. What 
gives strength to the movement is the fact 
that the Liberal party, which represents the 
progressive element of the country, is in 
control in each of the republics and favor- 
able to a closer alliance of all the Central 
American republics.

This 
work has a wonderful frontispiece, thought 
to have been designed by Holbein. It repre- 
sents Henry VIII. seated upon his throne, 
while just above his head floats the Court of 
Heaven, in divine approval of his many virt- 
ues. He is in the act of giving a Biljle, 
with his right hand, to Cramner, as a repre- 
sentative of the lords spiritual, and another 
with his left hand to Cromwell, as a repre- 
sentative of the lords temporal. At the feet 
of the dignitaries thus honored stand their 
emblazoned shields. The remainder of the 
picture is filled with people of all classes 
and conditions, vying with each other in ex-

The Newberry Library is proud—and not ° 


a little proud, either—of possessing an orig- 
inal copy of each of the first four folio edi- 
tions of Shakspeare’s plays.

Even 
Boston has but three of the famous folios. 
The four great books look réasonably ven- 
erable, but all are in perfect cdndition, unless 
it be one whose binding is guarded against 
further weakness by an extfa leather cas- 
ing. These folios—dated respectively 1623, 
1632, 1664, and 1685—all speak of their author 
as “Mr. William Shakspeare’’—a respect

PROPOSED UNLAWFUL  RLECTION OF 
COMMITTEEMEN. 

A few years ago the Republicans of Cook 
County adopted a constitution for their 
party government. It cannot be lawfully 
changed except in the manner set forth 
therein. If modified, it must be by a con- 
vention representing the whole party, and 
previous notice must be given of the fact 
that a change is to be asked for. No notice 
has been given of any proposed change. 
Therefore none can be legally made by next 
Thursday's convention. 

Art. LV. of the Republican party’s con- 
stitution reads as follows: 

The full control and management of this or- 
ganization shall be vested in a general committee 
consisting of one from each ward of the City of 
Chicago, one from the City of Evanston, and five 
from the remaining towns of Cook County. This 
committee shall be elected by the delegates from 
ecth ward, the City of Mvanston, and the country 
districts respectively at the regular Republican 
county convention held for the nomination of 
county officers and shall be the Republican Coun- 
ty Central committees 

This is the law of the party now, and it is 
binding on every member until changed in a 
eonstitutional manner. This article just 
quoted provides first for the creation of a 
county committee to look after the party 
organization of Cook County. They act.as 
its selectmen. It provides, second, how 
many committeemen there shall be, and 
what constitueticy each of them shall repre- 
sent, and finally it provides by whom and 
when they are to be elected. They are to be 
chosen by the delegates from each ward, 
the City of Evanston one, and five from the 
country districts respectively, “ and at the 
“regular Republican County convention 
“held for the nomination of county offi- 
** cers.”’ 

But it happens sometimes that vacancies 
occur between 
county conventions. Committeemen may 
die meanwhile, or move away, or resign, or 
become ineligible by the acceptance of some 
public office. In that event the party con- 
stitution provides that “ the regular Repub- 
“ jiean organization for the ward or country 
“district shall fill that vacancy,” the man 
thus chosen to serve until a regular county 
‘convention is held. 

Under that provision of the constitution 
a dozen new committeemen have been elect- 
ed during this month and. have taken their 
seats in the committee. Their predecess- 
ors have become officeholders, and therefore 
ineligible. The right and title of these new 
men to their places has been recognized. 

They have united with their colleagues in 
the issue of a call for a convention to be hold 
next Thursday. It is to be held first “for 
the purpose of nominating a Judge of the 
Superior Court to succeed Blanke, de- 
ceased.” When that has been done “the 
delegates residing in the sanitary district” 
are to act as delegates to a sanitary district 
convention to noniunate five Trustees. 

There is not a word in this call about the 
election of new county committcemen. But 
if there weré it would have beeu inserted 
‘without authority and couid not he lawfully 
done. | 

For, ashas bien stated, committeemen can 
lawfully be elected only “at the reguiar 
‘county convention, held for the nomingtion 
of county officers.”’ * 

Thursday's convention will not be one of 
that kind, for no county officers are to be 
nominated this year.

The convention to be held next Thursday 
cannot select them, for there is not a soli- 
tary county officer to be elected this fall, 
and the convention cannot change the party 
constitution without notice to the mem- 
bers of the party in advance, so that the 
delegates nfay be instructed how to vote on 
a proposed change. 

Mayor Swift saw at once the total ille- 
gality of the proposition to elect a new Cen- 
tral committee for Cook County next 
Thursday, and has lifted up his warning 
voice against doing it. His warning should 
be heeded.

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PROGRESS OF THE CUBAN REVOLUTION. 

The present outbreak of the Cubans 
against Spanish tyranny began Feb. 24 at 
Matanzas, within about twenty miles of 
Havana, and at Guantanamo, in,the ex- 
treme eastern end of the island. The Ma- 
tanzas uprising was promptly put down, but 
the Guantanamo insurgents at once began 
to make headway, although there were at 
the outset but about 6,000 Cubans, broken 
up into peorly-armed, roving bands. It 
was not until April that small expeditions 
were landed, the first starting from Costa 
As soon as he had | 
landed volunteers rallied around him, and 
bw the close of April he had 15,000, men 
under him, and the entire Province of Santi- 
ago de Cuba was in revolt. 

During the same month another expedi- 
tion landed under command of Gen. Gomez 
and invaded the Province of Puerto Prin- 
cipe. About 6,000 men rallied around him 
and this province also was soon in revolt. 
Other expeditions landed in July under 
command of Gens. Roloff, Sanchez, and 
Rodiguris. Under these Generals there are 
10,000 men. As the outcome of their com- 
bined operations three great provinces, 
Santa Clara, Puerto Principe, and Santiago 
de Cuba, are now in the hands of the in- 
surgents. The island is 730 miles long, and 
they are dominating 600 miles of the total. 
Their advance guards are already heard 
from in the Province of Matanzas and are 
threatening the important city of Cardenas. 
If they should capture that province they 
would be within striking distance of the 
capital. The Secretary-of the Cuban fevo- 
lntionary party, in a statement made to the 
Philadelphia Press, says: 

The last letters received from the Eastern De- 
partment say that after the landing of Col. Fran- 
cisco Sancheéz’s expedition in August Gen. Maceo 
was preparing to send 5,000 men to Gen. Gomez 
to aid him in his march towards Las Vellas. 
When Gen. Enrique Collazo arrives the entire 
Province of Matanzas will be under the control 
of the Cubans. Then will the march go atill 
farther west. From roving bands of 6,000 the 
armed forces have swelled to 22,000 under Gen. 
Maceo, 10,000 under Roloff and Sanchez in Santa 
Clara, and 8,000 under Gen. Gomez in Puerto 
Prinehpe. The revolution now extends over 600 
miles of the island. 

The Cuban patriots have also possession 
or a seaport, and they have organized a 
provisional government. They have been 
fighting seve’ months, and they have vapt- 
ured two-thirds of the island. Is it not 
time the Government of the United States 
should recognize them to the.«xtent of con- 
ceding belligerent rights? . Spain recog- 
nized the Confederates forty days after the 
outbreak of the civil war, and when they 
had captured nothing. Ought we not to 
be as prompt as Spain? 

ALLEGED “BIMETALLISTS” UNITING. 

It is reported that a conference of repre- 
sentatives of the chief “bimetallic organi- | 
zations” of the country was recently held in 
this city. The name lacks the element of 
truth in one highly important particular, 
The men named, and the organizations they 
assumed to represent, are committed to the 
advocacy of a change which they all well 
know would establish silver monometallism, 
wud not bimetallism. They are working for 
a debased silver currency only, except that 
many of them regard that as only a half- 
way measure towards the vastly more de- 
based fiat paper currency which the Pop- 
vlists are sighing for. So itis not right to 
call them “bimetallists.” The term is a 
gross misnomer, and has been appropriated 
by their leaders with deliberate intent to 
deceive. 

These frauds have decided to unite for po- 
litical action and to establish their head- 
quarters at Chicago. They have “united” 
before this, so far. as that was possible with 
a lot of heterogeneous material having en- 
tirely opposite aims. The “free silverites” 
themselves comprise one faction, who hypo- 
critically affect to believe that the adoption 
of free coinage would make a market for 
silver at double its present valae, and an- 
other factio. who ‘hold that it would not 
raise the value of silver at all, but that it 
would give cheaper dollars with which debt- 
ors owing for gold value meney could cheat 
their creditors. But both these, “united,” 
are not numerous enough to stand the ghost 
of a chance of success even in the South 
without the aid of the Populist fiat currency 
element, and they know it. The Populists, 
however, do net want silver money at all, 
except as A stepping stone to fiat paper. If 
tree silver coinage at 16 to 1 ratio were 
adopted, giving us a currency “unit” of but 
half the valne of the ‘present standard, 
these frauds would soon object to a silver 
standard as rabidly as they now object to the 
xold standard.

WOMEN DELEGATES TO THE GENERAL 
METHODIST CONFERENCE. 

All the Methodist conferences which have 
met this fall, with the exception of the Ger- 
man and Scandinavian ones, have voted.in 
favor of allowing women to be members of 
the General Conference. That the foreign- 
born Methodists should be in the negative 
is not strange. They afe far more conserv* 
ative than the Americans, and think still 
that woman is out of her sphere when she is 
«engaged in church government matters, 
That she should be allowed to take any part 
ici the government of the church seems to. 
them a monstrous doctrine and they always 
quote what Panl taught on the subject. 
But they will get over this narrowness in a 
few years or the next generation. 

While about all the conferences thus far 
have favored the admission of women as 
delegates, those conferences are Western 
ones. Those in the East may be on the con- 
servative side. Progress, in many matters, . 
pursues a course contrary to that of the 
sun, and the conservatism of the Methodists 
uf New England and the Middle States muy 
be too much yet awhile for the liberalism of 
the Western sections. 

As it takes three-fourths of the States to 
pmend the Federal Constitution, so the or- 
gnnic law of the Methodist Church cannot 
be changed without the concurrence of 
three-fourths of the conferences. It will 
not take a very large vote to keep the won 


en out for some time longer. 
' Two amendments relating to the aid- 


mission of women are being voted on. One 
of them 4s a plain, straightforward proposi- 
tion stating that the delegates may be men 
oer women. The other is an indirect, nega- 
tive, and unsatisfactory way of getting at 
the same result. It is to amend the rules 
so that they shall state explicitly that the 
lay delegates to the General Conference 
must be men. There is a further declara- 
tion that if this amendment does not get 
the necessary number of -votes, then the 
rules “ shall be so construed that the words 
‘lay delegates’ may include men and 
women.” 

Several conferences have deciined to vote 
on this last amendment, not deeming it an 
honest mode of accomplishing an object, 
though they favored the object. They do 
not think the admission of women should be 
secured in an irregular or stealthy manner. 
But most of the conferences have voted on 
this amendment, and have voted against it. 
Its defeat is certain, and the church will put 
itself on record as declaring that a lay 
woman is a layman and-can sit in the-Gen- 
eral Conference. . 

If, however, the other amendment fails 
to receive the necessary number of votes 
then the church will go on record as still 
being opposed to the admission of women 
into church government. But the reform is 
sure to prevail sooner or later. Whether it 
will get the necessary number of votes can- 
not be told till the Eastern conferences act 
in the spring. 


MUST BOIL LAKE WATER. 

An order has been issued that no more of 
the foul mattér dredged up from the bottom 
of the Chicago River shall be dumped into 
the lake within five miles ftom the Chicago 
avenue pumping station and the same dis- 
tance from the outer harbor line. This will 
greatly diminish the pollution of the water 
that is supplied to citizens through the street 
mains, and the result ought to be an im- 
portant lessening. in the great number of 
‘eases of typhoid-fever and other diseases 
which are due to the use of impure water. 
There still remains the long-standing con- 
tnmination by tlie contents of the sewers 
which empty their contents into the lake, 
and it appears probable that this cannot be 
avoided till the drainage channel improve- 
ment is in operation. 

The trouble and danger are greatest in * 
Lake View. No less than thirteen sewers 
empty into the lake near the Lake View in- 
take tunnel, the consequence heing a terri- 
ble pollution of the water in that neighbor- 
The evil is marked, though less

district being drawn from intake cribs that 
are two and four miles from the lake shore. 
There is only one means of avoiding 


| disease and perhaps death from the use of 
our lake water so long as it is rendered im- 
pure by the city sewage. It is to see to it 
| ‘that every drop of water which enters the 
| mouth, either as drink or mixed with solid 
| food, has been thorotighly boiled. Strain- 


ing and filtering are advisable for those who 
can command it, as those processes remove 
matter that is highly deleterious and dis- 
gusting. But they do not take out the bac- 
teria which abound in sewage, and even 
Jeave in the water considerable quantities 
wf the dangerous products of vegetable and 
animal ‘decomposition. . Boiling alone wil! 


render the latter hrermless and kill off the 


bacilli which are the most active causes of 
disease in the human system. Water that 


has been boiled may be shaken up vigoroas- |

It will be a matter of local interest that 
Gen. Schofield was appointed as cadet from 
Illinois in 1851. He began his active sery- 
ice as Lieutenant of artillery, and in the 
first year of the civil war was made a 
Brigadier-General by President Lincvin. 
As a Major-General he performed distin- 
guished. services under Gen. Sherman in 
Tennessee, partictlarly at the batde of 
Franklin, in which he defeated the Con- 
federates, He was in the battles around 
Atlanta, Knoxville, and Nashville, and wa« 
in at the finish when Johnston surrendered 
to Sherman. After the wat he served as 
Secretary of War for a year. As Com- 
niander of the Department of the Mis- 
souri he was in Chicago three years, From 
here he went to New York, and eventually 
held the highest position’ in the army at 
Washington. His record has been a brill- 
iant one, and he retires from the service 
with the well done, good and faithful serv- 
ant acclamation of the whole country. The 
ouly regretful circumstance ni-this eonnec- 
tion is that he is still in the very prime of 
his life, and has all the skill, energy, avd 
physical endurance to have adininistered 
the affairs of the army for niany years to 
come, 


. LORD DUNRAVEN NOT SATISFIED. 

It is reported that Lord Dunraven has not 
abandoned the_hope of carrying America’s 
cup back to England and that Valkyrie will 
make the race next year with Defender or 
with a faster American yacht, if a faster 
cne can be made and if the opportunity of- 
fers. To this end Valkyrie will remain in 
American waters this winter. As the own- 
er of the Distant Shore has already issued 
an informal challenge and, if reports sre 
true, will follow this up by a challenge sent 
through the Royal Yacht Squadron cour- 
tesy would give the first races to the Dis- 
tant Shore. After that, in case the Defend- 
er were defeated, which is not presumable, 
there would be no need for the services of 
Valkyrie, but inasmuch as Distant Shore 
would without doubt fail to secure the cup 
it would then be open to the competition of 
Valkyrie, in which ease the cup would stay 
here. 

It would be a novel feature of the cup 
races if Defender had to méet two English 
yachts in one season, though there is little 
enough prospect of such a meeting. Should 
the emergency occur that Defender has to 
meet Valkyrie again the new Cup commit- 
tee should insist upon certain new provis- 
sions *in the agreement, among them one 
that the race must be sailed over the Mar- 
blehead course. Dunraven was beaten all 
right at New York, but does not seem to 
know it. If he should sail at Marblehead 
he would know he was beaten, and in three 
straight races. There-would be no occasion 
for him to foul Defender. He would have 
more sea room than he wants and all the 
wind he wants. He could not back out of a 
race on the claim of interference, as he 
would not be interfered with if every skipper 
in the old town had to patrol the course. If 
he wauts to know the ability of Valkyrie as 
compared with Defender that is where he 
should go. If he wants absolute conviction 
that he is beaten that is where he e will find it.

telligence of these family physicians to as- 
sume they did not know their patrons had 
glass eyes or wooden legs, or that they had 
curved spines and paralyzed limbs, or un- 
sound hearts and lungs. It would be more 
charitable to assume either that they are 


deliberately dishonest or that in their esti- 


mation glass eyes, wooden legs, rickets, and 
valvular diseases do not disqualify their 
patients from performing the services re- 
quired of them, though even this does not 
relieve them from the accusation of dishon-” 
esty, since they deliberately subscribe their 
names to falsehoods on the voucher, 

It is creditable to the alertness of the- 
commission that its medical examiner has 
discovered this fraudulent business and 
that it has nipped it in the bud and de- 
clared that a family physician's pull is of 


no more effect than that of a ward politician. 


Meanwhile the disappointed applicants will 
not be blamed for at once dispensing with 
the services of physicians of this kind, inas- 
much as nothing ails them according. to 
their testimony.

trance to the reservation toward the barracks 
and officers’ quarters, It is onjy five years 
since thie plain was covered ‘with serub 
and trees. 
It was a.tangie of the thickest 
kind, but now it is as clear though 
it cannot by any stretch of the imagination 
be called as smooth as a billiard bail. It is 
hitly without being lumpy, and is a fair sam- 
ple of the average ground, over which cavalry 
and light artillery operations are conducted 
in times of war. 

It ie well worth a civilian’s while to leave 
this big city the night before for tha Fort, o 
that he may get up early enough the next 
morning to see the forces of Capt. Capron 
and Capt. Hare go through their spirited 
evolutions. Capt. Varnum of B Troop is just 
now on college duty in the West, and the com- 
mand of equadron formed of the two

E. P. Brewer, §S. H. Tompkins, and his 
Second Lieutenants, Fieming and 0’Shea, 
gives his troopers work with enough dash in it 
to make it spice the otherwise rather dull duty 
of garrison life.

Because these facts were patent, because of 
the cries of distress that came up’ from all 
over the land, the Women’s Home at Dwight 
was erected. Previously those who applied 
there.for.treatment were.taken into private 
houses, but their growing numbers and the 
natural shrinkage of the sex from observation 
under such cenditions seemed to make im- 
perative the setting apart of a place where the 
unfortunates might have all the privacy as 
weil ae the comforts of a refined home, 

Men under the yoke of enslavement are 
objects of pity, but women thus subjugated 
merit tears of sympathy. But the worid has 
no tears for them, because it sees in their 
affliction a hideous, repulsive vice, which they 
might easily shake off Dy a supreme effort of 
the will. Those found in the Women’s Home 
are usually from the higher walks of, life. 
te are wives of lawyers, physicians; rail- 

aie, ™m nts, clergymen, states- 
men, Or Capitalists, or they are women who 
have won distinctions upon the dramatic 
stage or in literature; womeh who, prior to 
their unhappy addiction, were accustomed to 
think and act for themselves and also for 
others. 

The charm of the home rests in its entire 
freedom from restraint, and the utter ab- 
sence of anything suggestive of the hospital. 
There are no botties in sight, no dispensary is 
on the premises, there are no cots, and no 
odor of disenfecfant or medicine. The rooms 
(each patient has u separate one) are large 

handsomely furniahed, just as bed cham- 
bers are at one’s own home. The halls are 
large and wide, the sittmg-room and parlors 
comfortable and cheery, and music from a 
well-tuned piano floats through the open win- 
dows into the air of evenings accompanied by 
the sweet voices of patients who are nearing 
the end of their treatment. ’ 

The women are free to walk about the vil- 
lage at pieasure and many of them avail 
themselves of this privilege. Others prefer 
thé privacy of the home and do not leave its 
walls until they take the train for tkeir 
homes. Coercion isa law that has no exist- 
ence in this extraordinary retreat. No man 
is ever present except the physician who visits 
the patients four times daily to administer 
treatment. They are trusted implicitly and 
made to feel at once that they are diseased 
and in no sense depraved and that their 


the} restoration is certain. ; 
Those women who have the whisky habit 


only are released cured at the end of four 
weeks, while those with the morphine or other 
addictions require usually from four to six 
weeks. A visitor at this place who is ac- 
quainted with methods employed at other 
point for the treatment of these unfortu- 
na cannot :fail to be impressed with 
the  differeice 1 between methods and 
period -of treatment. At Dwight 
women have no watch or guard set over 
them ; they may come and go under the mild 
regulations requiring presence at _ stated 
hours for treatment. They take their places 
at.table regularly, precisely as in health at 
home; retire at stated hours without attend- 
ance, and rise regulatly in the morning, un- 
assisted and without hindrance from any- 
body. As already said, the time of treatment 
is from four to six. weeks, and rarely exceeds 
the period last named. Not only are they 
dismissed at the expiration, released of their 
habit, but also «very vestige of appetite for 
the drug destroyed, as hundreds and thou- 
se ot letters from former patients testify. 
ny of these letters are pathetically grate- 
ful,declaring the horrors of their former 
slavery and the infinite happiness that comes 
with their release. ‘hey are fuil of thanktul- 
ness for kindness and considerateness shown 
during treatment and declaring their faith in 
the efficacy of tne cure. ; 

The number of women in attendance upon 
the home is not nearly so iarge as 
men at the institute, for the reason that were 
are not so many of the former as of the latter 
given over to aicoholism and opium, and be- 
cause women are peculiarly sensitive to their 
condition and assiduously shun anything that 
may seem like u betrayal of their unfortunate 
state. When they enter the place, however, 
they give no trouble whatever. Their powers 
of resistance are greater than those of men 
similarly afflicted, nor have they become so 
depraved as the members of sterner sex.

One wothan had to be 
carried from the depot to the home ona 
stretcher, having been unconscious for three 
days from aa overdose Of chloral. Another 


contents ot any bottle containing medicine of 
whatever nature, swallowed latge quantities 
of kerosene, atid would take forty grains of 
morphine at a dose three times daily, beside 
using immense quantities of whisky. Still 
another, in addition to largé amounts of 
liquors and morphine, smoked as many as 
120 cigaretsinaday. They reach the place 
asthmatic, rheumatic, chloratic, and with vari- 
ous other disorders, most of which date from 
the beginning of the drug addiction, and what 
is still morestrange, they not only are cured of 
their habit but also in a majority of cases are 
relieved of their other distempers, and are re- 
stored to good health.| Either all of this is 
true or else there be. -miany women oecupying 
high social positions and prominent in church 
who are veritable Munchausens, because 
after’their return home they write letters de- 
claring they have been so delivered of their 
burdens, and this in language that for tender- 
ness and gratefulness one would find difficulty 
in paralleiing in human experience. 

Passing through the doors of the home, 
which are secure from the eyes of man, one 
is strongly reminded that it is silent forces 
that are most potentin this busy and active 
world, Here is a house pretty ‘and pleasing 
in its exterior, nicely furnished within, sup- 
plied with steam heat, electrie tight, and ail 
modern cunveniences, yet hidden away upon 
a silent street in a quiet little’ village, and 
partly concealed by tall trees that rise about 
it on every side. Here within these peaceful 
walls are daily being enacted scenes that 
can be witnessed nowhére elise in the wide 
world. Therise from degradation to self- 
respect is steadily progressive. Each day 
discloses a change for the better and one may 
predict with the certainty of absoiute confi- 
dence as to the condition of the worst of 
these patieuts within a month. |In regarding 
the men in line for treatment at another 
place in the. village oné is not fo profoundly 
impressed. He has grown sgccustomed to 
this scene. He has looked upon it with his 
own eyes or the newspapers have made htm 
familiar with it.. Besides, men are prone to 
failings and backsliding;; they are of tougher 
fiber and should bear afflictions witha meas- 
ure of fortitude. But here are delicate’ dnd 
refined women, upon whose faces are set the 
seal of profound sorrow, that have undergone 
crucifixion of the soul. They have suffered as 
those without ears. The relief in the picture 
is found in the glad promise of the commg 
day of happy deliverence.

CHEAPERIN AMERICA. 


COST OF LIVING IN UNITED STATES 
IS LESS THAN IN GERMANY. 


In Heidelberg a Small Fiat, with Almost 
No Conveniences, Rents for from $20 to 
$50, While Meats and Vegetabl as 
Well as the Other Necessaries of Life, 
Are a Heavy Drain on the Pocketbook 
-—Hard Work to Travel Uniess One Is 
Conversant with French and German. 


Heidelberg, Sept. 18.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.)]—It is the general impressjon in. the 
United States that rent and living are cheap 
in Germany. This is a mistake. .‘T 
into accotint the antiquated construction . 
and absence of all moderh canveniences in 
their houses the rent is very dear. In re- 
buttal of the evidence of German people, 
who emigrated to America years ago, and 
who are so fond of referring to “the good 
times in the old fatherland,” may be cited a 
few figures as proof against their argu- 
ments. 

The older houses seem to be built almost 
square—about thirty-five feet in width and 
depth. Each floor has its one flat, with many 
windows upon the street and rear. The 
builders are generous also with their stair- 
ways. One house has three flats. ‘Hach con- 
tains a large parlor, bedroom on each side, 
a small dining-room and kitchen, but no 
bath-room or clothes closets. They are 
heated by two porcelain stoves. The ceil- 
ings are high, the floors painted, and walls 
covered with inexpensive paper. The top 
or third flat rents for $20 per month, the sec- 
ond for $30, and the ground floor for $50. 
In this house a retired army officer lives on 
the third floor, a Heidelberg professor on 
the second, and the ground floor is divided 
into two small stores, one for the sale of 
small notions and the other for cigars. Hand- 
some furniture, lace curtains, statuary, 
books, pictures, and bric-a-brac give a gen- 
teel appearance to the apartments, but a 
clerk on $1,200 a year in Chicago would not 
think of living in a flat of such primitive 
sanitary appliances. 

As fer the cost of living, that is even dear- 
er. Perhaps. Heidelberg, .being. an educa- 
tional town, should not be taken as criterion 
for smaller places. A visit to the public 
market shows’, ‘Although the greatest care 
is taken in preparing the produce to’prevent. 
loss to the consumer, the prices are higher 
than in America.’ Soup beef.costs 20 cents. } 
per pound, veal cutlets 8 cents each, mutton 
chops 28 cents a pound, kidney roast 30 cents, 
pork chops 20 cents; boiled ham 50 cents, 
beefsteak 50-cents. Geese are from T5 cents 
to $1.50 apiece, ducks as-dear-as in America, 
turkey (rare) $1.50.to $2 each, pigeons — 
much in demand at to 60 cents per r 
young chickens 50 io 75 cane Eodaee. ea 
hare, about as large as jack rabbits; 75 to 90" 
cents apiece...So.much for flesh and fowls. 
Butter is 28 cents per pound, fresh and /| 
sweet; eggs 18 to 30 cents per dozen, cheese 
(common) 12% cents, English breakfast tea 
$1.50 per pound. And so on, everything be- 
ing higher than in the United States. As 
far as castial observation goes nothing in 
Germany is cheaper than in America except 
wine, cigars, beer, and music. A glass of 
beer big enough to drown a child in can be 


full of tropical plants, rose trees, and red 
lights, where an excellent band plays until 
11 o’clock p. m., is but eight cents. 

But “tipping” is the bane of the traveler. 
There is no escape, and although you may 
lie awake nights and use all your Yankee 
ingenuity to circumvent the gang they are at 
your heels at every turn, You can’t carry 
your hand-bag from the station to your 
pension or vice-versa without some chap 
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of the coach a good opportunity to play 
havoc with a fine bow knotted in the small 
of her shapely back, not to-speak of the 
more serious possibility of a dislocated spine.

One of the greatest hindrances to the en- 
joyment and instruction anticipated by a 
woman in traveling in Burope is the cher- 
ished delusion that one language will suffice. 
To one coming to the continent to visit his- 
torical stenés and see the people it is neces, 
sary to read the daily French and German 
press and mingle with the people, who, from 
the highest to the lowest, are eager 
to respond to the most trivial inquiries. 
As an illustration: A young woman 
on her way. to Germany to study. music 
came from the baggage-room of a 
depot, her face flushed and her manner indi- 
cating great anxiety of mind. When ques- 
tioned she said she was not aware that every 
pound of luggage passing through Belgiurn 
or France must’ be paid for extra: As she 
had three large trunks the charge of ¢6 
francs—or more than $13—was made for 
their transportation to Heidelberg. Not 
having enough money teft to pay her rail- 
road fare she was confronted with the di- 
lemma of either pawning her jewelry or of 
obtaining an advance on her letter of credit 
to Heidelberg. Not being able to speak. 
anything but English one can easily imag- 
ine her dire distress on realizing her situa- 
tion. Finding an American who. spoke 
French she related her predicament. After 
some trouble he succeeded in obtaining an ad- 
vance on her letter of credit sufficient to take 
her to Hiedelberg. Her cohclusion was that 
a young woman who could . peak but one |.

When the name Barnato will accomplish 
so much when associated with which noth- 
ing is known there is little wonder that the 
owner of the name is worth $100,000,000—in 
paper or cash. The action in regard to the 
Barnato Bank is merely the latest act in 
what the English papers have at times 
called the “Kaffir Circus.” The whole thing 
began in October, 1894, when speculation 
turned in the direction of South African 
mines. For ‘some years before that the 
public had been given little chance to spec- 
ulate, for good securities had risen so high 
there was no use in buying them fn the 
hope of another rise. America and Aus- 
tralia wére in bad shape and the speculators 
finally turned to South Africa. There was 
enough real work and profit in the mines 
to warrant it at first, and some of the big 
financial houses of Paris soon became in- 
terested. Then company after company was 
formed: and - floated. Financial houses 
bought the shares in many instances and 
then, when the boom began, split up their 
holdings and sold certificates of ownership, 
even as low as one-tenth of a share, to the 
small purchasers. England first took the 
fever, then it was caught by France and 
afterward by Belgium and Germany. Since 
then it has beem almost universally upward. 


Some of the stocks in which the deals have | 


been heaviest are sound financially, but a 
remarkable feature is that the greatest ad- 
vances in the value of stock are found in 
those companies which pay no dividends. 
It was in the promoting of these compa- 
nies-that the Barnatos first appeared. Now 
the brothers aré interested in an almdést end- 
less ‘list of concerns. One of theif latest is 
a scheme for the formation of trusts which 
are to take contracts and claims, said by 
the promoters to be of great value, but of 
which the public knows absolutely nothing.

After,vainly begging from 
him a promise not. to repeat his offense she 
leaves him. By and by in Burope she meets 
a Young man who falls passionately in love 
with her. Her hungry heart goes out to 
meet this welcome love, and she is on ‘the 
point of eloping with him when prevented by 
her uncle, who sends the lover to South 
America. Life is still endurable to-her, as 
long as she feels that somewhere there is a 
man who loves her, but when she finds that 
three weeks after leaving her he has fallen 
in love with and finally married another, her 
pride entirely falls, and in the intolerable 
loneliness her heart turns again .o her hus- 
band. He, in the meanwhile, has discovered 
how much more precious is the affection of 
a loyal wife than the pleasures given by his 
light o’ loves, and is sincerely: repentant.

All these poor women in the 
audience want to be loved, like Susan, but, 
unlike her, they have not the ualities to 
command it and are surely t ng to find 
them in strange places. 

A fine old family doctor, whose enaxbee of 
a century and more among intimate house- 
hold secrets has given him a rare store of 
quaint wisdom, said once: 

“T have known women to try all ways but 
one to be loved. I knew a woman who tried 
hysterics, another who wrote poetry, another 
who was so romantic as to be almost: un- 
balanced, one who whined for sympathy to 
almost all her acquaintances, one who wrote 
anonymous letters -ytarpen | of herself as a 

wronged and injured but noble wife. Ihave 
known them to try every conceivable dodge:

perhaps expect it; but when they possess no 
qualification of the kind it is ridiculous.”’

The type of the woman who wants to be 
_Joved appears at all stages of growth. It 

pears in the delicate little girl who cries 
hae she is not dressed as well as her com- 
panions at school, who is her father’s pet, 
and waits to greet him every night with 
kisses and caresses, but who is never ready 
to help mother with the baby. She is either 
devoted to her teacher at school or she hates 
her, and her devotion is bought, not by merit, 
but by attention paid to herself. Neither 
does her love for her teacher help her to be 
industrious. It does help her to wriggle out 
of her lessons, to make pathetic excuses, 
and to cry piteously whenever rehuked. She 
is the child who loves to read, who is called 
* gensitive" because she so easily weeps 
at the woes of imaginary heroines, but she 
is not “sensitive” to their virtues nor 
roused to emulate them. She is an insuffer- 
able little creature if she is plain, and rather 
attractive if she is pretty.

The enemy wonders 
and grieves, but does not understand. 

The woman who wants to be loved is an 
endless sacrificer, but not very privately. 
She often pretends to conceal, but her con- 
cealment is so artfully clumsy that it is 
quickly uncovered. She always gives up the 
best seat to others, even younger women; 
she won’t take the plate passed her if it 
happens to be a particularly nice one: she ro- 
marks frequently on her tender heart; and is 
so anxious to be of service as to annoy every 
one about her. She is indelicate in her kind- 
ness, and thrusts it in where it is not de- 
sired: She openly deprecates gratitude, but 
is greatly offended if it is not offered in large 
quantities; you can test her by the stories 
she tells of how other people have treated 
her, She makes one realize what’ Ruskin 
meant when he spoke of self-sacrifice as al- 
Ways an unlovely thing. It might be, he 
said, sometimes a necessary thing, but never 
a beautiful one. The beautiful'thing is not 
to sacrifice but to use one’s self. This kind 
of woman thrusts upon the unwilling spec- 
tators daily that unlovely sight. No one 
wants her to sacrifice herself, but she does it, 
and grows plaintive over her scant reward. 

True love has unmistakable marks. Itis 
never selfish, except to cause others to be 
unselfish, and then its selfishness is on the 
surface merely. It gives and gives and loves 
to’ give, and it receives in a sympathetic 
delight in the pleasure of that other who 
gives. There is but one way to be lovable, 
and that is to be worthy of love. There is 
but one way to be worthy of love, and that 
is to give love bountifully. Not surface love. 
but a whole nature full. Not heart love 
merely, but the love of the intellect, the deep, 
intelligent interest, the love which seeks not 
the present good of its object merely, but 
the eternal good of it, and which is therefore 
coéperative with wisdom.

True love_will give 
us the tact to speak helpfully. Our own wish 
for sunshine and brightness directed espe- 
cially to us should make us recognize as 
normal a similar wish in another, and true 
love will givé us the sunshine to distribute 
whatever our lives may be. - 

There is an unfailing source of sunshine. 
Not only that great source to which religion 
teaches us to look, and without which there 
were no sunshine, indeed, but the cheering 
helpful influence may be gathered up in the 
great world. It is not good for eyesight to 
look the sun straight in the face. It is good 
to Know that it is there, and to delight in 
seeing it reflected in the multiform objects 
of the earth. Just so it is good and most in- 
spiring to see God’s nature reflected in hu- 
man nature. One must recognize whence its 
glory comes to know its glory at all truly, 
| but there is refreshment and health to all 
' one’s being to look at, know—yes, and touch 
personally— this glory of the Father refiect- 
ed in his children. Here.is love to be dipped 
up by the handful. Here is love to the full 
nourishment of all who choose to partake. 
Here is love bountiful enough to bathe in, 
and to lose oneself in. Never lived there 
man or woman in whom the pure love for 
humanity glowed who did not receive love 
in return, whatever the shape of the nose, 
color of the skin, whatever the plainness of 
intellect or speech. The women who are 
dearly loved by their husbands long years 
after marriage are not often very beautiful, 
are not necessarily charming, but they are 
good, and have about theni suggestions of a 
broad, rich life, either of heart or brain. 
Lucky the woman who can combine them— 
who can be both good and interesting. And 
to be interesting does not require great in- 
tellect; it requires an active life in touch 
with many things. A woman both good and 
interesting is perfectly sure to be loved. 

Richard Harding Davis has a clever 
sketch in Scribner’s of the man who, in fan- 
cy, makes the fatal mistake of marrying 
‘‘a beautiful idol instead of a companion,”’ 
and is so horrified at the dire consequences 
that, on awakening from his day dream, he 
hurries off to Abyssinia by the first steamer, 
preferring lions and a Winchester to the 
charms of the beauty with whom he almost 
thought himself in love.

He now expresses the opinion 
that where in California it costs $10 an acre 
to irrigate, here it costs only from $1 
to $2 an acre, and that he had 
never seen a country where irrigation 
was'so complete and cheap as here, or wit- 
nessed better results. He bad intended re- 
tur to California this fail, but. has now 
decided to remain in the State another season 
and will have charge of several new irrigated 
farms which have been decided on. Myr. 
Meserve believes that by the close of two or 
three more seasons still better results 


} can be expected, as it will take that length of

not yet, for various reasons, adopted the res- 
ervoir or flooding system. These have de- 
pended upon ditches to carry the water direct 
from the weil to their fields. 

A very successful sample of what this sort 
of irrigation can do igto be seen on the farm 
of O. Turgeon; located south of this city, on the 
Missouri River bottom. Early in the present 
year Mr. Turgeon sank: an 8-inch artesian 
weil. It is 686 feet deep witha 19-inch flow. 
The well cost exactly $2,000. -The owner 
never had experience in irrigating. He put 
in ninety acres of corn on a field which has a 


gradual slope from the point where the well 


is located. Two ditches, four feet wide, were 
constructed along one end and wne side of the 
field. When Turgeon was ready :to apply the 
water to the growing corn, or thought the 
corn needed it, he tapped 7 ditches 
letting the water run small 
furrows between every other sia It took 
but five days for him, working alone, to irri- 
gate the entire ninety acres. Of course the 
ground near the ditches became so saturated 
with water that it was feared the corn there 
would be drowned out, but the reverse is the 
case,and the corn there is the best of all. 
Two or three weeks ago the cornstalke aver- 
aged over ten feet high and were as thick as a 
man’s arm. Conservative estimates place the 
yield at 100 bushels per acre. Alkali hay on 
irrigated land stands over five feet high, and 
some blue joint and red top has been cut that 
yielded four tons peracre. Mr. Turgeon'says 
that from his crop this season he ‘will be able 
to pay for his weil. 

Another farm that has attracted a great deal 
of attention locaily is the Hassell and Myers 
irrigated farm in the northern part of the 
Sta The well is a six-inch, and furnishes 
power to run the electric light plant for a 
near-by town, a sixty-bushel feed mill and 
water to irrigate .the .farm. Men had their 
doubts of irrigatiqn being a success, but no 
one can see this farm Without being con- 


vinced. The binders were crowded to their | 


utmost capacity. An oat field irrigated a year 
ago, and again last May, is greyee. beard to 
100 busheis per acre. The cost of irrigating 
was from $12 to $15 for forty acres. re 
are thirty-six acres of potatoes that are worth

rotation of crops it is believed this well will 
successtully irrigate 640 acres. 

In some parts of Central South Dakota, 
which is a fair indication of the irrigation 
feel in nearly the whole of the State, the 
Cerricks of artesian well machines are visible 
in ali directions, and every farmer either has 
a well dug, isa digg one, or is getting ready 
todigont. in most localities in that section 
artesian water is found at a depth of 360 to 
400 feet, and there the contractors are put- 
ting down two-inch wells for 35 cents a foot, 
the farmer furnishing his own c&sing. 

Well drillers have just struck a strong flow 
in a well being sunk on the. farm of Lee 
Eicher in Hutchinson County at a depth of 
150 feet. This is probably the cheapest arte- 
sian well in the State, having cost the owner 
only $75. 

Guy W. Crawford is going to harvest from 
his irrigated five-acre patch in Sanborn 
County more stuffthan many farmers will 
get from 160 acres. He will have over 200 
bushels of potatoes to the acre; 300 or 400 
bushels of onions to the acre, and more corn 
on twenty short rows than many farmers will 
bave on 100 acres. 

In the southern part of the State in several 
instances the water for irrigating is supplied 
by drive wells, irom which windmills pump 
the water into stall tanks. But even in some 
of these cases large reservoirs will be con- 
structed on the hightest points of land to take 
the places of the tanks. 

The reservoir system will in future be more 
generally used, as it ot rege to be gaining in 
favor among those w wn artesian wells 
and propose to do systematic irrigating. 

In various portions of the State townships 
have sunk artesian wells, but these are not 
designed to be used for irrigating. They, 
however, serve their purpose of supplying the 
farmers with an abundant supply of water for 
stock purposes: An iastance is known where 
2,100 head of cattle are supplied with water 
from one of the ditches that lead from one of 
these township wells. By reason of this stock 
interests are increasing. 

One farmer and ranchman in Charles Mix 
County has an eight-inch artesian well aad 

roposes next year to irrigate 200 acres of 

and. Heis but one of scores who will de. 
pend on irrigation next season. 

There are various easy methods for farmers 
with limited means to secure artesian wells. 
The pian ‘that will probably meet with the 
most general approval is for four farmers 
owning land which corners to sink a well at 
the point where their quarter-sections join, 
place the reservoir an -equal- part on each 
man’s lana, and ‘then’ run ditches from the. 
reeervOir through each of their “so that 
each would receive an equal amouht of’ water.

artesian well-drilling machines, which are be- 
ing used first by one’ farmers and then

India Ink and a Needle Used | with Re- 
sults of a Surprising 
Nature. 


DISPFIGURING DEPECTS ARE CURED, 


Most Sensitive Organ of the Human Body 
Punctured with Sharp Steel.

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Sacred and Profane History Gives It a Place 
of Prominence. 


HE thumb dominates the hand much 

as the sturdy “Little Corporal’ did 

France, with the same compelling, 

tenacious grip. So strong is this 

supremacy that the phrase “Under 

the thumb” is contemptuously sig- 
nificant of the complete subjection of the 
weaker will to the stronger. The potency of 
the thumb has been recognized from the 
earliest recorded history. r | 

In the Bible we find the earliesttrecord of 
the thumb, and a meager account of it asa 
factor in religious ceremonies and in 
punishments. Whén Aaron and his sons 
were consecrated to be priests over the 
Israelites, during the ceremony the blood of 
a newly killed ram was put on the right ear, 
the thumb of the right hand, and the great 
toe of the right foot. These priests, in cleans- 
‘Ing lepers, observed similar rites, substitut- 
ing the blood of a lamb as a "trespass of- 
fering” for that of a ram, and followed up 
the application of blood to the right ear, 
right thumb, and great toe of the right foot 
by anointing the same members with oil 
“upon the place of the blood of the trespass 
offering.” 

Im Judges we read of a battle at the City 
of Bezek, the ruler of which, Adoni, was en- 
gaged with the Canaanites ahd Perizzites 
against the asraelites. The city fell and its 
ruler fled, but was overtaken and punished 
by having his thumbs and great toes cut off, 
from which he died. Adoni seems to have 
been something of a philosopher, for he re- 
garded this as a just reward for his own sins 
in that direction, he having cut off the 
thumbs and great toes of seventy other 
Kings, with fatal results! 

Later in history we find this scriptural 
punishment in force. In the fourteenth 
century, when constant warfare was raging 
between the Scotch and English, “Black” 
James Douglas contented himself with cut- 
ting off the thumbs of the English archers 
he captured and turning them loose instead 
of killing them out#@ight, a doom infinitely 
preferable to the savage border men, when 
wey could no longer grip the bow and let fly 

e deadly arrow. 

When the gladiators were led into the arena 
to furnish amusement for the fashionable 
Roman world—too often with their lives— 
how eagerly they must have watched for the 
sign from the omnipotent thumb, If it was 
turned down they were doomed. If up they 
were saved! And its verdict could not be 
appealed from. This practice was not over- 
thrown until A. D. 404, when Telemachus, a 
Christian monk, threw himself between the 
contestants at the sacrifice of hislife. Then 
the Emperor Honorius, by a decree, put an 
end to the gladiatorial games. It is, doubt- 
less, from this source the nursery game, 
“Thumbs up!" had its origin. Happily, the 
innocents addicted to it have no idea of its 
original terrible significance, 

The early Saxon Kings are accredited with 
signing state papers by dipping the thumb in 
blood and pressing it on the document. 
Whether it was their own blood or that of 
some accommodating courtier tradition does 
not relate. How long this custom prevailed 
is uncertain, but when the Saxons became 
Christianized it was superseded by signing 
the cross and attesting the same by the pri- 
vate seal of the individual—a custom some- 
what modified in use by the illiterate to this 
day as a proof of signature. 

The Chinese are believed to have em- 
ployed the thumb in this manner also even 
earlier than the Saxons, and it is'\said to be 
in use yet in remote parts of the empire, but 
its authenticity cannot be vouched for. 

If we may trust Shakspeare, biting the 
thymb under certain circumstances was ille- 
gal in the fourteenth century in Verona. 
Itwas regarded as a prologue to a quarrel or 
a challenge toa fight. In the play of “‘Romeo 
and Juliet’ we find this curious dialogue be- 
tween the servants of the rival: houses of 
Montague and Capulet: 

Abraham—Do you bite your thumb at us, sir? 

Sampson—I do bite my thumb, sir. 

Abr.—Do you bite your thumb at us, sir? 

Sam [aside to Gregory])—Is the law on our side 
if I say aye? 

Greg.—No. 

Sam.—No, sir; I do not bite my thumb at you, 
ror 3 but 1 bite my thumb, sir. 

“Greg.—Do you quarrel, sir? 

Abr.—Quarrel, sir! No. sir. 

Sam.—If you do, sir, Iam for you. .. ."* 

And this bickering, which commenced by 
@ simple nibbling of the thumb, ended ina 
fight with drawn swords. : 

In “Macbeth” the itching of the thumb pre- 
sages evil. This is probably an old Scotch 
superstition, as Shakspeare was quick to 


where the witches are brewing their hell- 
broth, the second witch cries: ‘ 
By the pricking of my thumbs | 

: Something wicked this way comes. 

Whereupon the weak and wicked Macbeth 
enters. In one of the old fairy tales the 
thumb of a giant is subject to this same pro- 
phetic itching at the approach of a victim. 

Recently Mark Twain has made the thumb 
play a prominent part in fiction. e uses an 
old theory, credited to the Chinese, that at 
birth every human‘being bears on his thumb 
lines that will forever establish his identity, 
from the fact that no other person has or 
will have identical ones, This is extremely 
chimerical and fanciful, and would not be 
accepted as “relevant’’ by most of the hard- 
headed, unimaginative occupants of the 
bench in this country. However, from the 
depths of his own fertile imagination Mark 
succeeded in luring a Judge and jury that 
gave a verdict in accord with Pudgin’ Head 
Wilson’s photographic argunient.

West Washington street says the

with a darky in Selma, Ala., thirty- 
odd y@arsago. Selma was a sieepy old 
town at that time, and so little was 
going on that noon at time everybody 
went home for an howr or so. Even 
the telegraph office was deserted ex- 
cept for an old colored man-who acted as 
office *‘ boy.” The old darky had learned 
the combination of ticks that called for Sel- 
ma. One day when, as usual, the “ boy” 
had been left in charge the machine ticked 
off the call. The darky stood scratching his 
head in perplexity. Again came the call, 
this time more peremptory. Then there 
came a fusillade of tickings that sounded 
profane. The old man was equal to the oc- 
casion, for, bending down to the keys, he 
said distinctly: 

“Dey ain't no one heah; dey all gone to 
dinnah!’’ 

This was a good story in Selma until the 
telephone was invented, and now some of the 
inhabitants who laughed at it are disposed 
to kick themselves for not acting on the tip 
given by the darky. 


“Small economics make large dividends,” 
is an adage devoutly believed in by general 
managers of railroads. One of the small 
economics practiced in. Chicago is to keep 
a few old cars on sidetracks, permitting the 
owners of stables to fill them with stable 
refuse. The road then hauls the cars into 
the market garden district and selis the 
cargo for manure. This is the only way in 
which it pays to handle it, and the railroad 
gets all of the small profit.

This explains why a furniture 
wagon sometimes delivers wholesale gro- 
ceries and vice versa. Retailers, on the other 
hand, are compelled to own their delivery 
wagons,
